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Voters may decide on casino, race track 

“When the council sees people come before them with 
petitions like this, they respond. If the public wants a vote, 
they should have it,” Lambert said. 

Lambert also noted that he is remaining “absolutely 
neutral” on the questions to be placed before voters. They 
will be asked about the proposed racetrack and a proposed 
casino, in two separate questions, he said. 

“Some of the naysayers may be very surprised by the 
vote. I’ve talked to a lot of people and I think the general 
public is far more in favor of this than many expect,” 
Lambert said. 

The proposed casino would bring about 3,000 union jobs 
to the city with an average annual income of about $40,000.

Faulty bulletproof 
vests to be leplaced

The Romulus Police 
Department is ensuring the safety 
of officers by purchasing 61 new 
bulletproof vests this fall. 

The need for the new vests 
came when the police department 
was made aware of a flaw in the 
vests they are currently using, 
according to Lt John Leacher of 
the Romulus Police Department 
Second Chance, the distributor of 
the vests, informed the police that 
there was a defect in the material 
that would cause the effectiveness 
of the vests to decrease dramati¬ 
cally over time, up to 50 percent 

“These vests save officers’ lives, 
so their effectiveness is very 
important,” Leacher said. “We 
have to make sure our officers 
have the most protection possible.” 

Second Chance gave Romulus 
the choice of either replacing a 
panel in the current vests, which 
would improve their ability by 30 
percent or purchasing new vests 
at half the regular price. Romulus 
opted to purchase new vests. 

“If we just replaced the panel, 
the vests would only be at 80 per¬ 
cent that isn’t enough in our eyes,” 
said Leacher 

The vests cost $21,350 but are a 
little bit thicker than the ciurent 
vests, Leacher said. They still

weigh only about 5 pounds and are 
actually former models, which offi¬ 
cials believe hold up better. 

“We have taken this model of 
vest out to the range to test them 
and even the ones that are 9 years 
old held up just as well as anything 
that is new,” said Leacher. 

Bulletproof vests have been 
used by police officers for more 
than 30 years. 

However, just because an offi¬ 
cer is wearing a vest when shot 
does not mean no injuries will be 
sustained. 

“Officers who are shot will most 
likely still experience blunt trau¬ 
ma,” said Leacher. “Broken ribs, 
that type of thing.” 

Leacher was quick to point out 
that Second Chance did nothing 
wrong in this matter 

‘They did everything possible 
to keep our officers safe. They took 
a proactive approach to this and 
for that we are very grateful.” 

The new vests are expected to 
arrive early this fall.

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Library network to upgrade computer software

Patrons of libraries throughout southeastern 
Michigan will notice a change in the computerized 
library catalogues used throughout The Library 
Network (TLN) next year. 

The networic, a consortium of 57 libraries throughout 
southeastern Michigan, will update the software being 
used to a new Sirsi suite of products, beginning in May 
of2004, according to A Michael Deller, director of TLN. 

The new software will take the computerized cata¬ 
logues away from their current text-based database to 
more of a world wide web based browser, he said. The 
result will be increased functionality, better graphics, 
and added features. 

“Because Sirsi’s system is flexible, reliable and evo¬ 
lutionary it will grow with the ever-changing needs of 
our library users and the ever-growing demands of 
information management,” Deller said. 

The new library catalogues will include author’s 
notes and interviews, tables of contents, book reviews, 
images of book covers and even first chapters and 
excerpts &x)m many selections, Deller said. 

“Our online catalogue will look more like web pages 
most our patrons have seen,” said Lois Van Stipdonk, 
director of the Wayne Public Library, a member of TLN. 

The software upgrade has been in the works for sev¬ 
eral years, according to Deller. He said that’s part of the 
reason the network will be able to purchase the $600,000 
software without breaking the budget for the network. 

When the network last had to upgrade software, he 
said it wasn’t prepared for the move. The new software 
required better and more expensive computers, which 
required more intensive wiring and other infi^structure 
improvements. Members of the TLN decided then to 
avoid the one-time financial crunch that they would 
start to put aside funds for the next upgrade. 

Five years later, the network has more than enough 
to purchase the software without asking for additional 
funds, he said. 

“We were greatly pleased when we saw that we had 
the funds that we needed, already,” he said. Some 
libraries may have to purchase a few new work stations 


for staff members, but the great majority of those used 
by patrons are already able to handle the new software, 
he said. 

The software will have perhaps the most impact on 
staff members at the affected libraries, he added. It’s 
designed to do more simultaneously to streamline staff 
operations. 

That wasn’t the case before the network 
last upgraded the software. Computer users 
were putting more requests into the com¬ 
puters than they were designed to handle, 

Deller said. 

“We were in a desperate situation,” he 
said. “There were things we couldn’t do at 
certain times of the day because there were 
too many people doing too many different 
things at too many locations. Oim members 
didn’t want to go through that again.” 

The new system will eliminate any such 
logjams and allow staff members to do more 
with their machines. It 
also has the benefit of 
being a well-used system, 
which means technical 
support will be there in 
the future. The current 
DRA Classic system isn’t 
manufactured any more, 
and service is dropping 
off. 

“We’re making sure our 
member libraries are not 
caught with software that 
is not supported in the 
future,” Deller said. 

He said the software 
should be up and running 
in May of next year but 
preparations for it are 
already under way. 

“We’re doing things 
now we have to do in 
order to move our data,” 
he said. “The bulk of the 


work will happen in December and January.” 

The Library Network serves more than 57 libraries 
in southeast Michigan, including the Northville District 
Library, The Wayne Public Library and 13 branches of 
the Wayne County Library, including Inkster and 
Romulus. The Detroit Public Library joined last week.

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Red Cross comes to aid of fire victims

Thirteen people devastated by an apartment fire in 
Romulus last Tuesday ended up with a warm bed, food, 
and clothing, thanks to the American Red Cross. 

According to Andrea Ward, spokesperson for the 
Southeastern Michigan Chapter of the American Red 
Cross, two Red Cross volunteers were on the scene 
Tuesday morning to assist residents displaced by the fire. 
According to Ward, the goals of a Red Cross volunteers 
are to identify who was impacted by the emergency, to 
assist anyone on-hand as much as possible, and to help to 
make sure that their individual needs are met She said 
that the volunteers on the scene were two of about 60 vol¬ 
unteers trained as Disaster Action Team members capa¬ 
ble of dealing with emergency situations. They worked 
until the afternoon, when, according to Ward, “they had to 
call it a day” 

‘They were actually preparing to go on a national

assignment in areas afiFected by Hurricane Isabelle,” said 
Ward. 

Other Red Cross staff and volunteers continued to 
monitor the situation after their departure. 

“The volunteers who were out that day helped 11 peo¬ 
ple,” said Ward, noting that two more people contacted 
the Red Cross after the volunteers had left the scene. 

The residents involved in the fire were offered a 
hygiene kit, a hotel voucher, good for a night’s stay at an 
area hotel, a food voucher, so they could purchase food to 
meet their personal dietary needs, and a clothing vouch¬ 
er, so they could replace some of their destroyed or unus¬ 
able clothing, said Ward. In addition, the Red Cross is also 


able to meet some individual needs. Ward says that when 
necessary, they can also replace needed prescription 
medications, glasses, diapers, and baby formula 

The businesses that accept these vouchers, called 
“Merchants of Mercy” by Ward, provide their services 
without requiring cash up-front In addition. Ward says 
many of the businesses, especially the hotels, offer the 
Red Cross discounts and “a really great rate.” 

However, the Red Cross offers only a temporary solu¬ 
tion, giving residents time to figure out where they can go 
and what if anything, is salvageable. Ward says that at the 
moment the Red Cross is only able to ftmd a one-night 
stay in a hotel. In the past she says, they used to be able to 
assist for a three-night stay. The reason for the change is 
simple, according to Ward. 

“This or^ganization ... is suffering {from) a financial cri¬ 
sis,” said Ward, saying that donations have “dried up.”

Pilot recounts experiences in Iraq 


At 40, Lt CoL David Kennedy 
believes he has already 
amassed the memories of a life¬ 
time. 

The Air National Guard offi¬ 
cer was flying missions in 
Kuwait early this year when he 
was assigned to plan the take 
over of the Iraqi air force base. 
He had an impossible deadline 
of two weeks to do all the plan¬ 
ning and preparation for the 
missioa Three days later, the 
war had begun and the two 
weeks for planning impossible. 
He was in the thick of battle fly¬ 
ing rescue missions as more 
planes and pilots arrived at the 
base he was estabhshing. 

Kennedy, the son of Tom and 
Jan Kennedy of Plymouth, grad¬ 
uated from Catholic Central 
Hi^ School in 1981. He earned 
his bachelor’s degree at the 
University of Michigan and 
worked as a pilot for TWA prior 
to joining the Air National 
Guard. 

His father is a retired mili¬ 
tary piloL and was the first pilot 
to fly a bombing mission in 
Vietnam, and they share a love 
of the sky and the military tradi- 
tioa 

“My dad has memories of his 
time in Vietnam, and I believe 
that this was the best experi¬ 
ence of my military career,” 
Kennedy told the members of 
the noon Plymouth Rotary Club 
last week. “Setting up that base 
will always provide me with 
good memories.” 

Kennedy is obviously proud 
of his work and of his service. 
He explained that the Air 
National Guard is a state unit 
and that they are leading the 
way for any miUtary success in 
Iraq. 

“The Air Force likes fast and 
pretty, F-16s, but the A-10 
Warthog is the plane that gets 
the job done,” Kennedy told the 
group. 

Kennedy recounted mission 
after mission for the attentive 
audience, explaining what he 
and other pilots did and contin¬ 
ue to do in Iraci.

Kennedy explained the tech¬ 
nical efficiencies and superiori¬ 
ty of the A-10 planes in combat 
situations noting that “By the 
third day of the 90 percent of 
the requests for air support 
from the ground were A-10 spe-

cific,” meaning that the grouiid 
troops had seen and imderstood 
the efficiency and capabilities 
of the Warthog and wanted what 
they could provide. 

During his time in combat in 
Iraq, Kennedy and his group of 
three units, flew 24 hours a day 
and 80 to 90 and sometimes 120 
sorties a day. 

“The A-10 is the only (plane) 
to go all the way to Baghdad and 
come back from anywhere in 
Iraq, The F-16 is fast and pretty, 
but the A-10 gets the job done,” 
Kennedy said. 

The A-10 Warthog was 
designed for low-flying, close air 
bombing raids. The piloL sits in 
a titanium bathtub-like shell. 
This low-flying battleship is a 
much more dangerous plane to 
fly, accoi-ding to Tom Kennedy. 


“The camaraderie, the esprit 
d'corps is unbelievable among 
these men,” Tom Kennedy said. 
“They would sacrifice their 
lives for their countrymen, 
that’s what they do. It’s a 
unique attitude,” he said of his 
soa 

“We got thanked by every¬ 
body,” David Kennedy said. 
“What people don’t understand 
is that Saddam is supported by 
about 2 percent of the people. 
That’s what you see on TV” he 
said. 

Kennedy explained that the 
A-10 carries about 15,000 
pounds of weapons, including 
bombs, missiles and shells. He 
brought 30 millimeter cannon 
shells which had been dropped 
on downtown Baghdad as keep¬ 
sakes for his audience. The 
guns on the A-10 fire 60 of these 
rounds per second and usually 
carry about 1150 of the shells. 
One of these shells will destroy 
an armored tank 

Kennedy also explained to 
the audience that two-thirds of 
the men and women in his 
group are part time. “They are 
policemen, firemen, teach¬ 
ers...people with everyday 
lives, just like yoa” 

These everyday people in 
Kennedy’s unit comprised only 
8 percent of the planes in Iraq, 
but were responsible for 44 per¬ 
cent of all the assigned flints, 
and accomplished 60 percent of 
all targets successfully 
achieved. 

That’s quite a statistic, 
Kennedy’s proud father said. 

Kennedy has spoken to the 
joint sessions of Congress in 
Washington D.C. about his expe¬ 
riences and the status of the 
war and also reported to the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, according 
to his father. He will now be 
limited in speaking to only 
groups of2,000 to 20,000 as he is 
in such demand. 

“And he also has a wife and 
four kids who need him,” 
Kennedy said. “He’s eveiTthing 
any parent could ever want a 
son to be,” his father said. 


Cause of fire still 
being investigated

Authorities are continuing to 
investigate the cause of a fire 
that damaged several Romulus 
apartments last Tuesday. 

According to Romulus Fire 
Chief David Allison, the depart¬ 
ment was notified at about 1 am. 
of a fire at Sky Harbor 
Apartments, on Brandt Street 
near EXireka Road. 

He said three fire engines, 
three rescue units, and a 100-foot 
platform unit were dispatched to 
the complex. 

“We had most of the fire crew 
that was on hand at the site,” 
said Allisoa 

According to Allison, when 
the firefighters arrived at the 
apartment building, they saw a 
lot of smoke showing and found 
the fire had been burning “for a 
while.” The fire was inside the 


walls when the firefighters 
arrived. Shortly after the arrival 
of the fire crew, the blaze went 
through the roof of the building 

“It took approximately 2 and a 
half hours to completely extin¬ 
guish the blaze,” said Allison, 
who added that much of the time 
was spent checking the drywall 
for embers that continued to 
bum after the rest of the fire had 
been extinguished. 

As of right now, the cause of 
the blaze is unknown. 

“Its still under investigation at 
this time,” said Allisoa He didn’t 
know how long the investigation 
would continue, he said. 

He said that about four apart¬ 
ments received fire and smoke 
damage, while the other four 
apartments in the building 
incurred water damage. 

According to Allison, no resi¬ 
dents or firefighters were 
injured in the fire.

“We’ve heard complaints that 
the Indians (who will own the 
casino) will pay no taxes on the 
land—but obviously, the $6 to $8 
million annual revenue to the city 
far exceeds the tax,” Lambert 
said.

Poisons, corrosives, flammable and combustible mate¬ 
rials may be right under the noses of many homeowners 
who are unaware of the dangers they may pose if improp¬ 
erly handled. 

Van Buren Tbwnship residents will have an opportuni¬ 
ty to dispose of such materials free of charge from 9 am. 
to 2 p.m. Saturday, when the township will host the annual 
Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day in the park¬ 
ing lot of The EJnvironmental Qualify Company (EQ). 

Dan Swallow, environmental director of the township, 
said EQ is the sponsor of the event, and the company will 
dispose of the collected materials properly. 

Almost every home contains hazardous products or 
materials that can harm human health or the environ¬ 
ment if improperly handled, he said. A product is consid¬ 
ered hazardous if it is toxic or poisonous, or if it is consid¬ 
ered combustible, corrosive or reactive. Swallow said. 

“The best way to figure out if a product is hazardous is 
by checking the label. If it says ‘warning,’ ‘caution,’ ‘dan¬ 
ger,’ or ‘poison’ you should consider it hazardous,” 
Swallow said. “The words ‘flammable,’ ‘combustible,’ or 
‘contains petroleum distillates’ indicate that a product is 
hazardous because of its flammability. The words ‘con¬ 
tains acid,’ ‘contains lye,’ or ‘causes bums to skin’ indicate 
that a product is hazardous because it is corrosive.”

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Swallow said residents should look through their 
homes for products that are hazardous and should not be 
thrown out with the normal trash pickup. Many products 
used in cleaning, home improvements, automobile main¬ 
tenance, lawn and garden care, hobbies and a variety of 
other tasks contain such materials, he said. Common 
products such as alkaline batteries and fluo¬ 
rescent light bulbs also contain hazardous 
materials, according to Swallow. 

Most of the household garbage collected in 
the township is taken to a municipal solid 
waste landfill. Swallow said. These landfills 
are not designed to handle hazardous wastes, 
and these items can escape and contaminate 
soils and ground water when they become 
buried, he said. Additionally, household 
chemicals can cause fires or explosions, 
injuring workers and damaging facilities, 
according to Swallow. 

“Van Buren Township’s 
approach to the problems 
caused by household haz¬ 
ardous waste consists of 
two parts: waste reduction 
and this collection pro¬ 
gram. Do your part by dis¬ 
posing of hazardous wastes 
properly,” Swallow said.

Doing the right thing 

... in Romulus 


When officials in the City of 
Romulus get together next week 
to discuss possible ballot lan¬ 
guage for a general vote that 
would allow gambling in the com¬ 
munity, they should take one 
thing into account 

It’s the right thing to do. 

It’s true that elected officials 
are put into office to represent 
the general public, but gambling 
is an issue that really requires 
plenty of input fix)m the general 
population. There are .strong 
feelings out there about the bene¬ 
fits and the detriments of having 
a potential casino located in the 
community; it’s a fine line 
between the character of a com¬ 
munity and the revenues it would 
bring. 

The decision to ponder a ref¬ 
erendum vote on the issue was 
spiured by recent legislation that 
would allow a Sault Ste. Marie 
tribe of Chippewa Indians to pur¬ 
chase land in the community, 
which means it could be an addi¬ 
tional gambling facility to the one 


that may come in with a pro¬ 
posed race track and clubhouse. 

That issue relies on legislation 
to allow gambling to be included 
at racetracks, and it has already 
raised some concerns with resi¬ 
dents. 

Putting the issue on the ballot 
will give the city council a clear 
idea of where the community 
stands, even if the margin of the 
vote isn’t that large. It will tell 
them residents are either 
opposed, in favor of or relatively 
ambivalent about the prospect of 
becoming a regional gambling 
center 

There’s no question that the 
proposed facilities would bring 
in more revenue to the city, or 
that they would in themselves 
spark additional development 
within the community. 

The question is whether the 
city should take that drastic a 
step to promote development 
and growth. And that’s ultimately 
a decision that voters should 
make. 


and in Plymouth 


Nobody anywhere looks for¬ 
ward to the prospect of increased 
taxes. 

That’s true whether you are 
the taxpayer who has to foot the 
bill, the legislator or local elected 
official who advocates the higher 
taxes, or both. 

But sometimes, higher taxes 
are necessary 

That appears to be the case in 
the City of Plymouth, where offi¬ 
cials will ask voters to allow them 
to override the Headlee 
Amendment, which caps proper¬ 
ty tax levels. The ballot question, 
called Proposal One, will be on 
the November ballot there, along 
with the regular city commission 
election, and we think voters 
should cast a positive vote on the 
issue. 

It will mean higher taxes for 
city residents, although the exact 
amount isn’t yet known, and 
won’t be known until the city goes 
through the budget process next 


year. Officials estimate it will ' 
mean about $250 for a homeown¬ 
er whose residence has a taxable 
value of $78,000, the average for a 
house in the City of Homes. 

That rate could go up or down, 
depending on a variety of factors, 
including perceived or expected 
cuts in state shared revenues. 

We think city officials have 
earned the right to ask voters for 
the increase because of the mea¬ 
sures they’ve already taken to 
reduce costs. They’ve reduced 
their staff levels from 77 full time 
employees in 1982 to 56 in 2003. 
They’ve looked at all of their 
basic costs and made cuts where 
they can, changing phone ser¬ 
vices to save almost $6,000 annu¬ 
ally, for example. 

They’ve also fostered partner¬ 
ships with other communities 
that have helped stretch the 
funds they already have. They

Sometimes, questions that plague developers 
can be found in paraphrased Shakespearean quo¬ 
tations. 

To build, or not to build: that is the questioa 

On Whaf s in a name? A nightclub by any other 
name would smell as sweet.. 

Well, not necessarily. 

The questions are those that Wayne city officials 
and the developer of a proposed night club in 
Wayne should ask themselves as the project trudges 
on toward completioa 

And trudges is the right word; Bob Wojtowicz has 
been trying to get the project off the ground for 
almost two years now. His complaints aren’t uncom¬ 
mon - he believes the city is trying to slow down the 
projecL or make it too expensive to complete and 
therefore halt it all together 

At the same time, city officials say they are only 
concerned about the welfare of residents - namely 
the senior citizens who live nearby the proposed 21 
and older dance club - and the reputation of the 
city. 

In a way, they’re both right 

It’s not the role of city officials to help along 
fledgling developers. Their job is to make sure 
everything is done correctly, not necessarily to offer 
advice to make it easier for developers. 

That being said, though, there is typically a dis¬ 
crepancy between the type of service a developer 
gets if their project is a desirable one or a contro¬ 
versial one. That’s true everywhere, though. City or 
township officials are probably more likely to offer 
advice to someone developing an upscale restau¬ 
rant than a busy nightclub that might become a 


trouble spot 

In the case of Club Xtreme, 
which is proposed for Michigan 
Avenue west of Wayne Road, there are a number of ; 
difficulties that Wojtowicz probably didn’t know 
when he undertook the massive project It’s a fairly 
specific use, with a lot of different requirements 
that would be a concern for other projects. Any 
time you put a large number of people together in 
an enclosed, but relatively open, space that serves 
alcohol, you’re asking for a virtual quagmire of * 
rules and regulations. They’re not put into place to 
dissuade people fixjm developing them, they’re put 
into place because safety can be a difficult thing to 
ensure, even in the best of situations. Relatively i 
recent fires at clubs on the east and west coast can 
point out the ramifications of not having stringent 
codes for these places. 

And while city inspectors themselves don’t have 
time to lead people through this logistic ni^tmare, 
it’s probable that the city could develop a single 
checklist for developers to follow for any type of 
development They could even put it on the web 
site. It might be difficult to put together at first but 
it has the potential of saving legal fees. 

The Club Xtreme project will remain a contro¬ 
versial one in the city because of its location and its 
name. Perhaps Wojtowicz can’t do anything about 
where he wants to open the club, but a new name 
might make a difference, even if it’s a small one. 

The name Club Xtreme has the potential to 
inspire fear and anxiety in the surrounding resi¬ 
dents, while one that recognizes the city, or the his¬ 
tory of the building, may be easier to swallow.

use volume discounts for things like road 
salt and fuel, vehicles and other equip¬ 
ment and they’ve put off plenty of things 
that need to be done, like upgrades to 
computer systems and repairs and renova¬ 
tions to the venerable city hall building. 

They’ve also shown that they’ll contin¬ 
ue to look for other ways to save revenue. 
The experiment in automated trash col¬ 
lection is the most recent example, but 
they are looking at other services, too, like 
the firm that provides legal services for 
Plymouth. 

The fact that city officials have been 
able to withstand the pressures of an 
increasingly tight budget and continue to 
keep funds in reserve says a great deal 
about the fiscal management that has 
caused the overall financial picture to 
turn around during the last five years. 

In short, city officials have done every¬ 
thing they could to reduce costs without 
cutting services. 


The sad fact is, though, that costs con¬ 
tinue to rise. That’s not just the case for 
municipal government, it’s true every¬ 
where, frcm grocery stores to gas stations. 
The City of Plymouth, with a slowly declin¬ 
ing population and cuts in state revenues, 
just can’t keep up. 

We could point out that there a several 
developments in the works that will bring 
in more revenue, but many of those - like 
the impending Bathey Manufacturing pro¬ 
ject or the Daisy Manufacturing proposal - 
will be developed as Brownfield 
Redevelopment districts, which means the city 
woift see an immediate impact from them. 

City officials may not like the prospect 
of increasing taxes - they are, after all, tax¬ 
payers loo - but they should be commend¬ 
ed for seeing the need for it and putting it 
out there in an election year 

Residents should take that as another 
sign that it’s an important issue and molli¬ 
fy themselves with the thought that, when 
they vote yes - as they should - they’ll be 
doing the right thing.

Veterans’ group seeks buglers for ceremonies

Ross E. Medos believes that a 
promise is a promise. 

In fact, the 63-year-old com¬ 
mander of the Belleville-based 
Veteran’s of Fbreign Wars (VFW) 
Post 4334 is helping to keep a 
promise made to Americans 
who served overseas by organiz¬ 
ing a Michigan branch of Bugles 
Across America, a national orga¬ 
nization dedicated to putting 
families in touch with buglers to 
play Taps at funerals and other 
events. 

“This is just my opinion, and 
it’s worth about a penny, but I 
think a live bugler playing an 
imperfect version of Taps is bet¬ 
ter than a boom box or one of 
those electronic bugles,” Medos 
said. “I think it helps families to 
have a person playing (Taps) 
instead of a box.” 

Veteran Tom Day of Berwyn, 
IL. founded Bugles Across 
America in 2000. He started the 
group in response to the enact¬ 
ment of a law by Congress that 
entitles veterans to two uni¬ 
formed military representatives 
to fold the American flag and for 
Taps to be played by a CD play¬ 
er. But unexpected problems 
with CD players - skips, a tinny 
sound, or dead batteries - prove 


to be a letdown for families in 
the middle of a solemn ceremo¬ 
ny. 

“There is a shortage of 
buglers,” Medos said, “There 
are only 500 serving in the mili¬ 
tary right now, and most of them 
are part of official bands that 
can’t make it to local events or 
funerals. Add to it that the Navy 
music academy isn’t graduating 
as many buglers as before, and 
it’s not a great situation.

The military knows that the 
shortage could end up making 
the traditional bugler obsolete, 
too. So earlier this year, the 
Pentagon worked with a private 
company to develop a battery- 
powered bugle. 

The instrument looks and 
sounds like a bugle, but is 
equipped with a CD that plays 
Taps at the push of a buttoa A 
serviceman would then need to 


hold it to his lips so it appears as 
though he’s playing the instru¬ 
ment 

Medos said he understands 
the rationale behind the elec¬ 
tronic bugle, but said veterans 
and their families deserve bet¬ 
ter for their sacrifices. 

After seeing a blurb on televi¬ 
sion about Day’s work, Medos 
contacted him and organized a 
Michigan branch of the group a 
little more than a year ago. 
Since that time, 70 people have 
signed up to volunteer, Medos 
said. 

“We have so many different 
types of people who volunteer,” 
Medos said. 

“Most have been civilians for 
their entire lives and Just feel 
strongly about the cause. We 
have Boy Scouts, and we have 
one former music teacher” 

The organization has made it 
easy to contact a live bugler 
throu^ a web site, www.bugler- 
sacrossamericacom. 

Medos, who has no formal 
music training, has traveled 
from his home in Willis 
Township (south of Ypsilanti) to 
as far away as Battle Creek to 
play at a funeral. 

“Sometimes, if the area the 
service is in is real remote, it’s 
harder to get out there,” Medos 
said. “But Fm willing to bet that

is you live in metropolitan area, 
you’re likely to get a live bugler.” 

Nationally, Bugles Across 
America has completed 28,000 
“missions,” and has more than 
1,500 volunteers. 

According to the Department 
of Veteran’s Affairs, more than 
500,000 veterans will die each 
year for the next seven years, 
which means the demand for 
live buglers will increase. 
Medos has played about 115 
dates in the last year He is a vet¬ 
eran of both the Air Force and 
the Navy and served during the 


Korean Conflict, and the 
Vietnam and Desert Storm wars. 

In between his stints in the 
military, he worked as a pipe fit¬ 
ter and an engineer with Ford 
Motor Co. 

Bugles Across America is 
looking for volunteers who can 
play, or are willing to learn how 
to play Taps on a bugle, a trum¬ 
pet or a flugelhom at funerals 
and memorial events.

;j he remembers. “It’s a dream 
; that I had for a long time.” 

Whitlow’s dreams of space 
travel were further cemented on 
Fbb. 20,1962, when John Glenn 
piloted the Friendship 7 aircraft 
on the first manned orbital mis¬ 
sion around Earth for the 
United States. Back then, it’s 
1 unlikely that even Whitlow 
could have imagined that he 
would one day serve as the 
director of the very place where 
that mission began so many 
years ago. 

But what he couldn’t have 
' predicted in 1962, he started to 
: set into motion early on as a 
; standout student at Inkster Hi^ 


School, where he graduated in 
1970. Inkster District Court 
Judge Sylvia James, a classmate 
of Whitlow’s, remembers think¬ 
ing he was destined for great 
things. 

“I was a year behind him ... 
but I remember he was very 
quiet, nice, and just very .smart,’’ 
she said 

After graduation. Whitlow 
moved on to the Massachusettes 
Institute of Technology in 
Cambridge to study aeronautics 
and astronautics. During the 
next nine years he earned his 
bachelor’s and master’s degrees 
in those fields and a PhD in 
aeronautics and astronautics, 
with a minor in applied mathe¬ 
matics. He completed his stud¬ 
ies after he was married and the 
father of two children. 

“I did it with a little luck hard 
work and very little sleep,” he 
lauded. 


Once he earned his PhD in 
1979, 65 job offers were on the 
table. Whitlow was prepared to 
accept the one that paid the 
most until NASA offered him 
the least amount of money of all 
65 positions. 

“It was $20,087 a year I still 
remember that,” he said. “But it 
was where I always wanted to 
work” He has worked at NASA 
ever since. 

Whitlow’s first position was 
as a research scientist at the 
Langley Research Center in 
Hampton, VA He moved steadi¬ 
ly up the management ladder in 
various research and manage¬ 
ment positions until he was 
named the deputy director of 
the Aeronautics FTogram Group 
at Langley. He worked primarily 
in the development of airframe 
systems to help maintain the 
structural integrity of aircraft 
built in the United Btates. He 


also served at NASA headquar¬ 
ters in Washington in the office 
of aeronautics as the director of 
critical technologies and the 
program manager of structures 
and dynamics. 

In 1998, Whitlow was named 
director of research and tech¬ 
nology at the NASA Glenn 
Research Center in Cleveland, 
where he led a staff of more 
than 470 scientists and engi¬ 
neers conducting research in 
high-temperature materials, 
aerospace power, propulsion 
systems, structures, and 
acoustics. 

This year, after the space 
shuttle Columbia disaster in 
February, a position as the 
deputy director of the Kennedy 
Space Center opened up. 
Whitlow jumped at the opportu¬ 
nity. 

James Kennedy, the director 
of the Kennedy Space Center 
said Whitlow was the right man 
to fill the job. “I could not have 
custom designed a better person 
to bring to the Kennedy Space 
Center,” he said. ‘The way he 
treats people, the way he leads 
people, to the way he conducts 
his personal life, Woodrow 
Whitlow is going to be a credit to 
this center” 

Whitlow admits his new posi¬ 
tion, which he assumed in

August, is his dream job, but he 
sees one flaw: “The only thing 
that was bad about leaving 
Cleveland was that I might not 
be able to get home (to Inkster) 
as often,” he said. “I usually 
went home about every two 
weeks to see my family.” This 
feeling is ever-present because 
he became a first-time grandfa¬ 
ther just one week ago. 

Whitlow has given the gradu¬ 
ation address at Inkster High 
School twice in the last five 
years and gives credit to the 
school for helping put him on 
his current path. “I received a 
great education there,” he said. 
“My teacher knew me personal¬ 
ly, and it was a great asset” 

Recently, a reception to cele¬ 
brate Whitlow’s promotion was 
attended by several Inkster resi¬ 
dents including Mayor Hilliard 
Hampton, City Council Member 
DeArtriss Richardson and 
James.
